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BACTRIAN  AND  INDO-GREEK  COINAGE.

XVII.  Heiiokles — ( continued ). 

The  defeated  Bactrians  had  now  to  face  another  formidable  enemy  threatening 
them  from  the  North  East.  The  nomads  on  that  frontier,  always  tempted  by  the 
riches  of  Bactria,  had  received  a  new  impulse  by  the  appearance  of  a  new  horde,  the 
Yueh-chi. 

The  scanty  information  about  that  people  and  the  events  which  followed  their 
arrival  at  the  Bactrian  frontier  is  derived  solely  from  Chinese  sources.  The  nomad 
people  of  Yueh-chi,  belonging  as  it  seems  to  the  Iranian  family — according  to  the 
Chinese  chronicles  appeared  first  in  history  in  Kan-su,  in  north-western  China. 
After  a  struggle  with  another  nomad  people,  the  Hiung-nu,  in  which  the  Yueh-chi 
were  defeated,  they  left  Kan-su  and  emigrated  westwards  about  175  b.c.  They 
encountered  on  their  road  the  Wu-sun  and  the  Sai-wang,  living  near  the  Lake 
Issyk  Kul,  and  having  defeated  them,  established  themselves  in  the  Sai-wang 
country.  But  about  160  b.c.  they  were  driven  out  from  there  by  the  defeated  Wu-sun 
with  the  help  of  the  Hiung-nu.  Disappearing  after  that  towards  the  west  the  Yueh- 
chi  vanished  from  history  for  a  generation.  As  far  as  it  can  be  guessed  from  the 
Chinese  chronicles  describing  the  later  mission  of  Chang-k’ien  to  them — the  Yueh- 
chi  spent  that  time  in  futile  attempts  to  settle  somewhere. 
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In  138  b.c.  Wu-ti,  the  Emperor  of  the  Elan  dynasty,  had  sent  to  the  Yueh-chi  a 
special  envoy,  Chang-k’ien  by  name,  to  offer  them  an  alliance  against  the  common 
enemy,  the  Hiung-nu.  But  passing  through  Chinese  Turkestan,  Chang-k’ien  had 
the  misfortune  to  be  captured  by  the  Hiung-nu.  For  ten  years  he  remained  in 
captivity,  and  only  in  128  b.c.  was  he  able  to  escape  westwards.  Arriving  in  the 
present  Ferghana,  he  found  tliere  the  Sai-wang  horde,  and  crossing  with  their  help 
the  territories  of  the  K’ang-kiu  he  finally  reached  the  Yueh-chi,  then  encamped 
between  the  Oxus  and  Samarkand. 

The  Yueh-chi  were  very  unwilling  to  start  a  new  war  with  the  Hiung-nu,  and  the 
Chinese  envoy  had  failed  to  conclude  an  alliance  with  them.  They  told  Chang-k’ien 
that  they  were  tired  of  fighting  and  migrating,  and  only  wanted  a  peaceful  life  in  the 
rich  country  they  had  at  last  conquered. 

On  his  return  journey  Chang-k’ien  was  again  captured  by  the  Hiung-nu,  and  only 
a  year  later  found  means  to  escape,  arriving  at  the  emperor’s  court  in  126  B.c.  Eleven 
years  later,  in  1 15  b.c.,  he  was  sent  again  on  a  mission,  this  time  to  the  Wu-sun,  then 
somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Lake  Issyk  Kul.  From  there  he  sent  out  his  agents 
to  explore  the  neighbouring  countries,  including  Parthia.  He  returned  to  China  and 
soon  after  his  return  died,  in  114  B.c. 

Chang-k’ien’s  reports  from  both  his  missions  were  incorporated  in  the  works  of 
the  Chinese  historians,  Ssuma  Ch’ien,  who  finished  his  history  about  99  b.c.,  and 
Pan-ku,  author  of  Ch’ien-han-shu  ( Annals  of  the  Former  Han),  who  died  in  a.d.  92. 
In  the  narrative  of  the  events  given  by  both  historians  the  original  reports  of  Chang- 
k’ien  are  interwoven  with  information  of  a  later  provenance  to  such  extent,  that  it  is 
difficult  to  say  which  information  was  due  to  Chang-k’ien,  and  which  is  of  a  later 
date. 

Different  students,  who  tried  to  elucidate  the  sequence  of  the  events  mentioned  by 
the  Chinese  historians,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Chang-k’ien  in  128  b.c.  reached 
the  Yueh-chi  just  at  the  time  of  the  big  migration.  According  to  Dr.  Tarn  the 
movement  started  about  130  B.c.,  set  in  motion  by  the  arrival  of  the  Yueh-chi  who 
pushed  before  them  the  Scythic  inhabitants  of  the  borderlands  of  Bactria. 

This  migration  flooded  not  only  Bactria  proper,  but  it  seems  that  some  Saca 
tribes,  probably  Massagetae,  though  Merv  and  Herat,  reached  the  country  on  the 
lower  Helmand  in  Drangiana,  where  some  Sacas  are  said  to  have  been  settled  by 
Mithradates  I  in  155  b.c. — and  which  was  from  now  called  Sacastene  (Seistan). 

The  Bactrians,  weakened  by  long  wars  and  by  the  recent  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
the  Parthians,  were  overwhelmed  by  the  nomads  by  sheer  force  of  numbers,  for 
Chang-k’ien  estimated  the  strength  of  the  Yueh-chi  alone  as  high  as  100,000  mounted 
archers.  Nothing  is  known  about  the  circumstances  of  the  fall  of  the  Bactrian 
kingdom.  But  it  can  be  imagined  that  the  Greek  domination  there  did  not  go 
down  without  any  resistance,  headed  by  the  ruling  class.  Whether  the  Greeks  were 
defeated  by  the  mounted  archers  in  one  pitched  battle  or  in  many  encounters  we 
cannot  say.  One  thing  is  certain,  that  to  secure  the  conquest  of  the  country  the 
invaders,  according  to  the  nomad  custom  of  warfare,  had  to  exterminate  the  ruling 
class  on  the  battlefield  or  after  having  hunted  them  down.  In  any  case  the  invasion 
could  not  be  stemmed  and  overran  the  country.  The  fortified  cities  probably 
resisted  for  a  time,  but  later  with  no  hope  of  succour  they  preferred  to  submit  to  the 
victors. 

Dr.  Tarn  supposed  Heiiocles  to  have  retired  to  his  Indian  possessions  beyond  the 
Hindu  Kush  after  the  loss  of  Bactria  to  the  Yueh-chi.  For  many  reasons  that 
eventuality  seems  to  me  to  have  been  very  remote. 

The  first  and  the  most  important  reason  is  the  already  mentioned  tactics  of  the 
Yueh-chi.  The  Bactrians  must  have  had  information  about  the  danger  and  strength 
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of  the  looming  Yueh-chi  invasion,  and  to  counter  it,  they  probably  collected  all 
available  forces.  Such  an  army  on  such  an  occasion  could  be  headed  only  by  the 
king,  who  was  in  the  first  place  the  commander-in-chief.  This  army,  enveloped  by 
the  masses  of  mounted  archers,  was  no  doubt  defeated.  The  Yueh-chi  must  have 
been  especially  intent  on  securing  the  persons  of  the  king  and  of  his  ministers,  as  well 
as  of  his  family,  relations  and  dignitaries  of  the  realm,  to  remove  at  once  the  possibility  of 
a  further  resistance.  Even  if  the  king  had  had  the  luck  to  escape  from  the  disastrous 
contest,  he  would  have  been  hunted  down  by  the  Yueh-chi  horsemen  even  across  the 
Hindu  Kush.  He  must  have  been  killed  in  the  battle  or  during  the  pursuit,  otherwise 
his  appearance  in  the  Parapanisadae  can  only  be  interpreted  as  a  desertion  of  his 
army  before  the  battle,  or — a  withdrawal  to  India  without  any  opposition  to  the  in¬ 
vaders.  The  two  last  possibilities  can  hardly  be  accepted.  A  king  acting  in  this 
way  would  very  soon  have  been  removed  from  his  throne. 

It  seems  in  any  case  that  Heliocles  I  must  have  been  one  of  the  last  Greek  rulers, 
and  his  coinage  one  of  the  last  coined  in  Bactria  by  the  Greeks.  The  evidence  of  it  is 
furnished  by  the  more  or  less  barbarous  copies  of  his  coinage  found  in  Bactria  and 
Sacastene.  These  imitations,  discussed  elsewhere,  continued  to  be  the  currency 
of  the  country  for  a  few  decades  after  the  abolishment  of  the  Greek  rule,  until  they 
were  superseded  by  coins  of  some  of  the  chiefs  of  the  conquering  nation.  These 
rulers,  having  acquired  some  varnish  of  Hellenistic  culture,  did  not  hesitate  longer  to 
put  their  portraits  on  the  coinage,  and  to  proclaim  their  names  in  Greek  legends.

There  are  no  bronze  coins  which  may  be  attributed  to  Heliocles  I.  The  more  or 
less  barbarous  copper  coins  bearing  his  name — sometimes  in  such  a  corrupt  lettering 
as  to  be  hardly  recognizable — are  all  imitations  of  his  silver  coins,  made  by  the 
invaders. 

The  reverse  types  on  coins  of  Heliocles  are  Zeus  standing  with  thunderbolt  and 
Zeus  enthroned  with  Nike.  None  of  the  authors  writing  about  Heliocles  ventured  a 
suggestion  about  them,  and  neither  the  reasons  for  their  adoption  nor  the  meaning  of 
them  can  be  guessed. 

The  Greek  characters  nr  or  A  in  exergue  of  some  coins  of  Heliocles  have 
attracted  the  attention  of  some  students.  Cunningham  considered  them  to  be  dates. 
He  read  the  letters  nr  as  83  and  thought  them  to  be  a  date  of  the  Bactrian  era 
starting  with  B.c.  247,  the  1st  year  of  Bactrian  independence.  According  to  that  era 
the  date  83  should  be  corresponding  to  b.c.  164,  which  agreed  with  the  dates  sug¬ 
gested  by  him  for  the  reign  of  Heliocles.  As  a  supposed  Bactrian  era  was  never 
mentioned  or  used  elsewhere,  and  the  year  83  of  every  other  known  era,  coming  in 
question,  is  in  opposition  to  the  epoch,  to  which  the  coins  of  Heliocles  belong  by  their 
style — Cunningham’s  suggestion  was  not  accepted. 

Not  much  material  about  the  find-spots  of  coins  of  Heliocles  I  is  available. 
Cunningham  did  not  give  any  indications  about  them.  Gen.  Haughton,  who  did 
not  separate  the  coins  of  Heliocles  I  from  those  of  Heliocles  II — has  given  in  his 
paper  the  find-spots  of  coins  which  belong  rather  to  Heliocles  II.  But  the  Greek 
legends  of  the  coins  of  Heliocles  I,  and  the  subsequent  imitations  of  his  coins  found 
in  former  Bactria,  seem  to  indicate  that  the  greater  part  of  his  kingdom  was  to  the 
north  of  the  Hindu  Kush. 

All  the  different  suppositions  about  Heliocles  I  have  a  large  measure  of  probability, 
but  there  is  always  much  uncertainty  about  them.  Not  even  the  degree  of  relation- 
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ship  with  Eucratides  can  be  asserted  with  certitude.  He  is  usually  regarded  to  have 
been  a  son  of  Eucratides,  but  he  may  also  have  been  his  younger  brother.  After 
the  murder  of  Eucratides  by  a  nameless  son,  Hcliocles  may  have  headed  the  oppo¬ 
sition  against  the  murderer,  may  have  defeated  him  with  the  support  of  a  big  majority, 
executed  him  and  may  have  been  proclaimed  king  in  his  place  in  default  of  any 
nearer  relatives.  In  that  light  his  title  Dikaios,  “  the  just,”  would  be  more  appro¬ 
priate  than  in  the  hypothesis  of  Mionnet. 

It  is  also  not  sure  that  Heliocles  I  was  the  last  Greek  king  of  Bactria.  He  could  have 
been  killed  in  the  war  with  Parthia,  or  in  a  skirmish  with  the  Scythians  before  the  high 
tide  of  the  invasion,  or  could  even  have  died  naturally — and  could  have  been  succeeded 
by  his  elder  son,  Eucratides  II.  At  the  moment  of  the  Scythian  invasion  his  coins 
must  have  been  more  common  in  Bactria  than  those  of  Eucratides  II,  whose  rule  must 
have  been  a  very  short  one.  The  Scythians  took  over  the  established  currency 
of  the  country,  and  later  copied  the  coins,  debasing  them  into  copper.  But  that 
proves  only  that  Heliocles  I  had  ruled  Bactria  before  the  Scythian  invasion,  and  does 
not  exclude  the  possibility  of  a  short-lived  successor  on  the  Bactrian  throne. 

THE  COINAGE  OF  BAR-KOCHBA.

(c)  The  problem  of  overstriking. 

The  Jews  then  overstruck  coins  of  all  types  which  were  at  hand.64  A  detailed  study  will 
lead  to  the  conclusion  that  nearly  all  the  original  coins  belonged  to  certain  groups  of  Roman 
provincial  (Tyrus  and  Antiochia  ad  Orontem)  and  Palestinian  city-coins,  the  latter  especially 
from  the  south  of  the  country  (i.e.  Gaza65  and  Ascalon.66)  This  again  links  with  the  fact  that 
the  XXII  legion  Deiotariana  was  defeated  by  the  Jews  in  the  south.67  The  Jews  then  certainly 
got  hold  of  the  legions  cash  and  used  the  ready  money  for  restriking.  A  great  many  coins 
were  overstruck.  On  the  silver  traces  of  the  original  designs  are  usually  conspicuous  as  the 
coins  could  not  be  filed  down  without  a  certain  loss  in  weight  which  had  to  be  avoided.  On 
the  other  hand  the  bronze-coins  could  be  prepared  easier  from  this  aspect.  That  is  the 
reason  why  we  find  only  on  the  bronzes  traces  of  filing  off  the  remainder  of  the  underlying 
picture  or  legend.  It  is  therefore  only  seldom  that  we  can  identify  an  overstruck  bronze  coin 
back  to  its  original.  As  for  the  small  silver,  not  only  Roman  denarii  were  overstruck.  A 
considerable  number  of  Bar-Kochba  denarii  re-struck  on  drachms  of  Cappadocia  from  Trajan 
are  known. 

Through  re-striking  the  underlying  Roman  denarii  lost  their  typical  Roman  feature  by 
the  force  of  the  hammer  and  acquired  the  different  look  of  the  Jewish  denarii.  By  examin¬ 
ing  the  Roman  denarii  one  will  find  out  that  many  of  them  have  also  sharp  edges,  while  on  the 
other  hand  not  all  Jewish  denarii  have  sharp  (hammered)  edges.  On  p.  191  Mr.  Wirgin  con¬ 
tradicts  himself  in  this  respect.  He  writes  :  “  Straight  rectangular  edges  can  be  found  any¬ 
where  and,  furthermore,  the  Imperial  cistophori  have  the  same  flat  shape  as  those  of  the  Jewish 
silver  coins.  Therefore,  edges  and  shapes  of  the  Jewish  coins  are  neither  unusual  and  par¬ 
ticularly  conspicuous  per  se.  Conspicuous,  however,  is  their  dissimilarity  to  the  Roman

to  the  Roman  provincial  coinage,  some  of  them,  were  originally  coins  of  the  Ptolemies  and  Seleucids 
none  of  them  were  Cistophori. 

(c)  On  the  tetradrachms  on  which  the  underlying  coins  can  be  identified  the  emperors  are  represented  in 
the  following  proportion  :  Nero  10  per  cent ;  Vespasian  35  per  cent  ;  Titus  15  per  cent  ;  Trajan 
35  per  cent ;  Others  (Galba.  Nerva  etc.)  5  per  cent.  The  reason  that  the  cistophori  of  Hadrian  were 
not  used — as  to  my  opinion—is  to  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  they  belonged  to  a  different  denomination, 
i.e.  3  denarii  instead  of  the  4  drachms  in  the  tetradrachm. 

(d)  On  the  other  hand  about  8  per  cent  of  the  denarii  and  12  per  cent  of  the  bronzes  can  be  identified  as 
being  originally  coins  of  Hadrian.

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coins.”  Hill  may  be  right  stating  that  the  edges  were  hammered  in  order  to  avoid  splitting 
during  the  re-striking  process.68  Besides,  it  has  not  yet  been  decided  if  the  edges  of  the 
coins  were  hammered  before  or  after  the  re-striking  process.  Another  reason  for  hammering 
the  edges  may  have  been  to  give  the  silver  coins  a  similar  appearance  to  that  of  the  shekels  and 
half-shekels,  as  their  edges  were  hammered  too,  although  in  a  different  manner.  After  having 
been  able  to  examine  many  hundreds  of  Bar-Kochba  coins  I  doubt  that  there  exist  any  Bar- 
Kochba  coins  not  re-struck  on  foreign  coins.  Those  specimens  lacking  traces  of  the  original 
coins  are  just  proof  of  good  workmanship  of  the  minter  who  succeeded  in  not  leaving  any  such 
traces  on  the  flan.  The  minters  were  keen  to  make  a  good  job  of  their  restriking,  especially 
of  the  silver  coins,  and  it  was  natural  therefore  that  their  edges  should  receive  careful  attention. 
Besides,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  exact  work  could  not  have  been  executed  in  times  of 
emergency.  After  all,  the  minter  did  not  work  in  the  frontline  but  in  the  safe  hinterland. 

Mr.  Wirgin  tries  to  explain  a  very  simple  feature  in  a  rather  fantastic  way.  We  have  to 
suppose  that  a  certain  bronze  coin  was  overstruck.  The  minter  did  probably  not  strike  hard 
enough  and  besides  he  did  not  keep  the  upper  die  in  a  level  position,  but  a  bit  sloping. 
The  result  was  that  the  one  side  was  more  impressed  by  the  upper  die  and  in  consequence 
by  the  lower  die.  The  other  side  was  only  slightly  impressed  by  the  dies  which  touched 
the  flans  only  superficially,  leaving  good  recognizable  traces  of  the  underlying  coin.  It  is 
obvious  that  such  traces  can  only  remain  in  the  corresponding  places  on  obverses  and  reverses. 
It  is  also  clear  that  the  minter  was  interested  to  erase  the  traces  of  the  original  coin  and  he  did  it 
by  filing  them  away.  This  filing  is  consequently  also  to  be  seen  on  the  corresponding  places  on 
obverses  and  reverses,  where  it  has  necessarily  been  applied.  There  are  coins — also  in  my 
collection — where  the  head  of  the  respective  emperor  is  recognizable,  but  the  inscription  has 
been  removed  by  filing.  This  is  sufficient  evidence  for  the  re-striking  of  these  coins. 

Bar-Kochba’s  idea  about  establishing  his  authority  over  the  Roman  money  was  surely  not 
his  main  purpose  for  striking  coins.  This  would  have  been  only  a  negative  intention.  The 
basic  idea  was  the  positive  intention  to  strike  independently  with  original  Jewish  symbols 
and  the  coins  with  their  manifold  of  types  were  used  as  means  of  propaganda  as  this  was  the 
mission  of  the  coin  in  antiquity  besides  being  a  means  for  buying  goods.  The  idea  of  establish¬ 
ing  his  authority  over  the  Roman  money  was  merely  a  consequent  circumstance  to  the  above 
one  from  the  political  point  of  view. 

Mr.  Wirgin  argues,  why  were  the  Roman  coins  not  merely  countermarked  by  the  Jews  ? 
Countermarking  would  have  left  the  Roman  representations  in  general  and  the  goal  of  having 
autonomous  money  would  thence  not  have  been  reached.  Countermarking  would  furthermore 
not  have  had  the  same  propagandists  effect  as  re-striking  had. 

To  answer  Mr.  Wirgin  why  no  gold  coins  were  re-struck  is  very  simple.  The  legions’  cash, 
which  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  Bar-Kochba  did  not  contain  gold  coins,  as  the  legions  were 
not  paid  by  aurei,  and  therefore  the  Jewish  government  of  those  days  had  no  opportunity  of 
re-striking  gold. 

There  is  no  obvious  and  logical  reason,  why  the  Jews  should  have  made  their  coins  appear 
as  if  they  were  re-struck.  The  idea  that  the  Jews  did  cast  planchets  in  the  shape  of  Roman 
coins  prior  to  striking  them  with  one  of  the  Bar-Kochba  dies  is  misleading.  Hill69  shows 
us  a  denar  in  preparation  for  re-striking.  A  most  striking  proof  for  the  originality  of  the  re¬ 
striking  is  a  coin  published  by  Rogers70  which  shows  us  a  Bar-Kochba  bronze  overstruck  on  a 
Ptolemaic  coin,  I  think  that  nobody  believes  that  this  Ptolemaic  coin  used  as  planchet  was 
prepared  by  an  artist  of  the  Bar-Kochba  mint  as  a  first  step  for  re-striking.  There  is  no  reason 
why  the  Jews  should  have  struck  coins  “  making  the  impression  to  be  overstruck  on  Roman 
money.”  This  theory  is  ridiculous. 

There  are  no  “  cast  ”  Bar-Kochba  denarii  or  casts  of  any  other  denomination  of  the  Bar- 
Kochba  series.  All  coins  were  struck  in  the  proper  way  and  if  casts  appear  they  may  with 
certainty  be  considered  as  false. 

Many  of  the  bronze  coins  show  clear  traces  of  re-striking  and  not  only  the  fifing  off  of  such 
traces  as  Mr.  Wirgin  assumes. 

No  theory  like  the  following  (p.  275)  can  hold  out  :  “  ...  Along  with  this  coin  (the  small 
Agrippa  I)  other  types  may  have  been  minted  (between  the  two  revolts)  and  as  a  front  to  the 
Romans  may  have  been  claimed  to  constitute  overstruck  Roman  coins  only,  and  not  truly  new 
currency.”  The  Romans  were  good  politicians  and  had  vigilant  governors  in  their  colonies. 
They  would  surely  not  have  allowed  their  authority  to  be  surpassed,  deceived  and  insulted  in 
such  a  rude  manner.

In  his  conclusion  Mr.  Wirgin  takes  the  wrong  aspect  for  what  freedom  meant  to  the  Jews 
of  those  days.  From  the  destruction  of  the  Temple  (70  a.d.)  to  the  war  of  Bar-Kochba 
(132  a.d.)  a  short  period  (from  the  historical  point  of  view)  of  no  more  than  62  years  has  passed 
and  the  Jews  connected  their  ideas  of  religious  and  political  freedom  very  closely.  The 
idea  that  religious  freedom  was  sufficient  for  this  persecuted  people  arose  only  much  later, 
as  up  to  the  Arab  conquest  of  Palestine  the  Jews  tried  more  than  once71  to  deliver  themselves 
from  the  foreign  yoke.  They  had  a  keen  idea  about  an  undivided  freedom,  both  political  and 
religious.  In  the  days  from  the  beginning  of  the  Christian  era  till  the  end  of  the  Bar-Kochba 
war  especially,  the  people  were  waiting  for  the  Messiah  to  come  and  this  Messiah  would  have 
brought  to  them  by  no  means  only  religious  freedom.  Nevertheless  their  religious  freedom  in 
the  period  between  the  two  wars  was  extremely  limited  as  even  the  approaching  of  the 
Temple  area  was  at  times  forbidden  to  them  by  death  penalty.  Religious  freedom  meant 
to  the  Jews  free  access  to  Jerusalem  and  undisturbed  worshipping  in  the  re-built  Temple. 

Mr.  Wirgin  makes  the  Books  of  the  Maccabees  the  basis  for  Jewish  numismatics  and  accord¬ 
ing  to  him  one  might  think  they  were  written  for  this  purpose  especially.  It  is  not  Antigonus 
who  found  out,  that  coins  could  be  used  as  means  of  propaganda.  I  believe  that  this  method 
was  first  really  developed  by  the  Romans.  I  am  convinced  of  the  propagandistic  value  of 
coins  in  antiquity,  and  so  were  certainly  the  Jewish  authorities  of  the  Jewish  war  and  the 
Bar-Kochba  war,  and  they  prove  it  by  expressing  patriotic  slogans  and  presenting  holy  items 
which  means  so  much  to  the  depressed  people.  As  historical  events  usually  return  from 
time  to  time  and  on  the  other  hand  the  original  main  ideas  of  a  people  do  not  change,  it  is 
no  wonder  that  these  return  again  and  again.  They  are  part  of  a  whole  and  are  deep  rooted 
in  the  souls  and  the  feeling  of  the  people  and  are  surely  to  be  considered  even  earlier  than 
the  Maccabaean  uprising,  which  was  just  an  event  in  Jewish  history  as  was  the  Jewish  war  and 
the  Bar-Kochba  war  later. 

Mr.  Wirgin  states  that  the  quadrantes  and  lepta  are  missing  in  the  Bar-Kochba  series. 
This  is  a  matter  of  fact  which  after  research  becomes  self  explanatory.  The  reason  is  that 
about  that  period*  the  monetary  situation  was  different  from  that  of  the  times  of  the  Hash- 
monaeans  and  the  Herods.  No  city-coins  in  Palestine  of  a  smaller  denomination  than  the 
smallest  Bar-Kochba  denomination72  were  then  in  circulation.  We  may  assume  that  this 
denomination  was  then  the  smallest. 

At  any  rate,  I  appreciate  that  at  last  Mr.  Wirgin  agrees  that  the  coins  of  the  “  Year  four  ” 
belong  to  the  Jewish  war.  We  will  hope  that  in  the  future  he  will  also  be  convinced  that  the 
“  thick  shekels  ”  belong  to  that  same  period  and  the  tetradrachms  to  the  war  of  Bar-Kochba. 

Although  I  recognize  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Wirgin  to  interpret  the  Jewish  coins  on  a  new  basis, 
however  strange  and  uncommon,  one  wonders  how  he  dares  to  say  that  scholars  (whom  he 
does  not  name73)  who  hitherto  dealt  with  the  problems  in  question  went  the  wrong  way  in 
their  researches.  Furthermore  Mr.  Wirgin  seems  to  lack  knowledge  of  the  important  modern 
research  in  this  line.74  This  fact  may  of  course  serve  partly  as  an  excuse  for  the  irritating 
theories  he  develops.

THE  DESIGNERS  AND  ENGRAVERS  OF  THE  ENGLISH 

MILLED  COINAGE,  1662-1953. 

By  P.  Alan  Rayner. 

WILLIAM  III. 

This  is,. perhaps,  the  most  complicated  reign  of  the  period  under  consideration, 
particularly  as  it  is  also  the  most  difficult  from  the  point  of  view  of  attributing  the 
different  issues  and  types  with  any  certainty  to  any  one  particular  engraver  or 
designer. 

Norbert  Roettier,  having  been  involved  in  some  form  of  scandal,  and  due  to 
his  probable  Jacobite  sympathies,  fled  to  France  before  the  middle  of  the  year 
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1695  ^  thus  leaving  the  entire  responsibility  for  the  engraving  of  coinage  dies  in 
the  hands  of  his  brother,  James  ;  and  it  is  to  this  artist  that  one  can  fairly  certainly 
attribute  all  the  early  coins  of  the  reign  :  the  early  bust  on  the  gold  ;  and  the  first 
bust  on  the  halfpennies,  shillings  and  sixpences,  also  the  early  coppers.  James 
Roettier  also  fell  into  disgrace,  as  he  was  found  guilty  at  a  Mint  Enquiry  in  1697 
of  having  smuggled  dies  of  coinage  for  James  II  and  Charles  II  out  of  the  Tower  to 
France  ;  he  was  therefore  dismissed  from  his  post.  Harris,  who  was  still  Chief 
Engraver,  although  not  active  on  coinage  dies,  was  directed  to  “  carry  on  the  service,” 
which  he  did  with  the  help  of  John  Croker.  This  latter,  by  far  the  most  important 
of  the  engravers  of  the  period,  was  a  German  who  came  to  England  in  1691,  and 
was  appointed  an  Engraver  in  1697.  After  the  death  of  Henry  Harris,  in  1705, 
Croker  became  Chief,  and  it  was  stated  at  the  time  that  Elarris  was  “  only  a  seal- 
cutter  and  employed  by  Mr.  Croker  to  do  the  business  of  the  Mint”'1 2  To  Croker, 
then,  must  be  attributed  most  of  the  dies  made  after  those  engraved  by  James  Roettier 
were  worn  out.  He  was  later  assisted  by  one  James  Bull,  appointed  an  Assistant 
Engraver  (or  probationer  engraver)  in  Christmas,  1698. 3 

Having  dealt  with  the  movements  and  appointments  of  the  principal  engravers, 
let  us  turn  to  the  coins  themselves. 

By  far  the  most  important  event  during  this  reign,  was  the  great  recoinage  of 
1696-1698.  Manuscript  records  at  the  Mint  show  the  operating  periods  for  the 
various  provincial  mints  as  follows  : —

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that,  even  reckoning  dates  according  to  the  old  style,  at  any 
rate  in  the  case  of  Bristol,  Exeter  and  Chester,  one  would  expect  to  see  coins  dated 
1698.  The  fact  that  none  are  known  to  exist  lends  colour  to  T.  B.  Graham’s  theory 
that  the  “  late  harp  ”  dies  of  1697  were  prepared  so  late  in  that  year  as  to  serve  until 
the  closing  down  of  the  mints  in  1698. 

There  seems  to  be  little  doubt,  due  to  the  uniformity  of  design  on  the  obverses, 
that  Roettier  was  responsible  for  the  engraving  of  most  of  the  dies  for  use  in  the 
provincial  mints.  In  Treasury  Papers  for  May  21st,  1697,  appears  a  petition  by 
Roettier,  after  his  dismissal,  for  payment  in  respect  of  “  five  hundred  pair  of  Dyes 
for  the  Country  Mints  ...”  Later,  we  see  that  “  Mr.  Neale  ( the  then  Master)  intends 
to  pay  him  his  demand  of  sixty  pounds  tenn  {sic.)  shillings  and  with  yr.  Lordps  appro¬ 
bation  to  give  him  fifty  pounds  more  {being  the  summ  he  desired)  for  ye  five  hundred 
pair  of  Dyes  for  the  Country  Mints.”  An  assistant  engraver  was  appointed  for  each 
mint  “  to  polish  the  Dyes  in  each  Country  Mint  at  a  reasonable  sailary  to  be  allowed 
by  ye  K  (King)  not  exceeding  40  a  year .4 

Turning  once  more  to  the  engravers  Roettier  and  Croker,  and  the  attribution 
to  one  or  the  other  of  the  first  and  third  bust  coins,  let  us  consider  two  possibilities. 
Firstly,  as  Roettier  asserted  that  his  designs,  and  only  his,  had  been  used  until  July 
1697,  did  he  produce  the  third  bust  coins  for  the  provincial  and  Tower  mints  prior 
to  his  dismissal  ?  If  it  could  be  proved  that  the  third  bust  existed  more  frequently 
than  only  on  rare  coins  (probably  mules)  dated  1696,  then  this  could  be  so,  for  as

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we  have  seen,  he  is  known  to  have  engraved  500  pairs  of  dies  for  the  provincial 
mints.  However,  it  seems  much  more  likely  that  Croker  was  responsible  for  the 
third  bust  silver  coins,  as  the  shilling  is  almost  identical  with  the  second  type  guinea, 
usually  ascribed  to  him.  It  is  natural,  also,  that  Croker  would  as  nearly  copy  the 
general  style  of  the  Roettier  dies  as  closely  as  possible,  particularly  as  the  authorities 
desired  uniformity  of  design  for  the  provincial  coinage.  It  is  also  almost  certain 
that  due  to  the  length  of  time  the  country  mints  operated,  Roettier’s  dies  would 
have  been  exhausted  before  the  mints  ceased  working. 

It  seems  quite  likely  that  after  the  provincial  mints  closed  down,  Croker  adopted 
a  more  individual  style  typified  by  the  fourth  bust  or  “  flaming  hair  ”  shilling  of 
1698. 

The  correct  attribution  of  the  “  fine  work”  gold  and  silver  of  1700-1701  has 
presented  a  great  problem.  First  of  all,  let  us  consider  the  existing  contemporary 
records  concerning  this  last  period  : 

In  MS.  mint  records  appears  an  “  Account  of  all  Dyes  for  Gold  and  Silver 
defaced  and  left  good,  in  the  hands  of  ye  Engravers  Aprill  13th  1700.”  This  account 
is  an  order  for  certain  dies  in  stock  at  this  time  to  be  destroyed  in  the  presence  of 
the  warden,  and  states  8  1  heads,’  5  ‘  armes,’  6  ‘  paires  ’  of  Bull’s  dies  for  the  shilling 
should  be  defaced,  with  the  exception  of  one  reverse  die  which  should  be  “ left 
good .”  The  dies  for  gold  are  not  ascribed.  Another  manuscript  of  January  7th, 
1701-02  gives  “  Tryall  Dyes  of  Mr.  Bull's  .  .  .  Armes  left  goode  formerly ,  01.”  This 
is  most  probably  the  reverse  die  referred  to  in  1700,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  it  was  apparently  only  a  trial  die. 

There  is  also  a  list  of  puncheons  delivered  into  the  Warden’s  custody  on  13th 
January,  1702,  which  includes  puncheons  for  five  guineas,  guineas,  halfguineas, 
halfpence  and  farthings,  all  by  Bull. 

As  to  whom  the  “  fine  work  ”  coinage  may  be  attributed  there  are  three  possi¬ 
bilities.  Firstly,  Croker  and  Bull  may  have  each  produced  a  series  of  dies  for  all 
denominations,  as  there  was  a  great  demand  for  gold,  due  to  very  large  imports  from 
the  Continent.  Secondly,  Bull’s  dies  may  never  have  been  used,  and  have  all  been 
defaced,  due  to  William’s  death.  Thirdly,  we  could  attribute  the  wfliole  issue  to 
Bull  alone.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  two  guineas  is  shown  in  the  list  of 
puncheons  by  Bull,  and  if  the  coinage  were  his  work,  he  could  not  have  completed 
the  puncheon  before  the  list  was  made  (Jan.  1701-02).  These  puncheons  cannot 
be  for  the  gold  issue  of  1699,  as  these  were  not  in  stock  in  the  earlier  list  of  April 
1700,  mentioned  above,  where  only  the  dies  for  a  shilling  were  stated  to  be  by  Bull. 
Obviously,  therefore,  Croker  must  have  been  responsible  for  the  1699  coinage.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  how  nearly  the  bust  on  this  gold  resembles  that  on  the  fourth 
bust  “  flaming  hair  ”  shilling. 

Returning  to  the  “  fine  work  ”  coinage  of  1700-01,  it  seems  far  more  likely  that 
these  dies  were  the  work  of  Croker  than  of  Bull.  Bull,  although  he  must  have  been 
a  very  competent  artist,  as  is  shown  by  the  reverses  for  some  of  Croker’s  medals 
for  Anne,  had  at  this  time  only  been  at  the  Mint  for  abcut  18  months,  and  it  is  unlikely 
that  such  a  large  task  as  a  completely  new  coinage  would  have  been  given  to  him ; 
also  the  dies  appearing  in  the  MS.  Mint  records  are  mentioned  as  being  only  trial 
dies.  The ‘style  of  the  fine  work  coinage  is  also  very  typical  of  Croker’s  medallic 
work — the  obverse  of  the  State  of  Britain  Medal  and  that  of  the  fifth  bust  shilling 
are  very  similar  in  style.  It  would  appear  much  more  likely  that  this  last  issue  of 
gold  and  silver  represents  Croker’s  later  and  more  mature  style,  with  the  “  flaming 
hair  ”  shilling  and  the  1699  gold  coinage  forming  a  transition  in  style  between  the 
“  Roettier  copies  ”  and  these  later  coins. 
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Although  pattern  coins  do  not  come  into  the  scope  of  this  paper,  one  must,  it  is 
felt,  consider  the  unique  series  of  coins  :  crown,  halfcrown,  shilling  and  sixpence 
dated  1696,  and  showing  a  portrait  with  deeply  engraved  hair,  one  lock  ol  which 
lies  across  the  breast.0  It  is  possible  that  these  were  patterns  made  by  Croker  to 
obtain  the  post  of  engraver,  when  Roettier  was  dismissed  in  Feb.  1696-7.  The

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workmanship  of  these  coins  is  far  better  than  that  shown  on  the  other  unique  crown 
with  hair  across  breast,  which  is  in  much  flatter  relief  and  not  such  fine  style.  This 
coin  is  similar  to  the  scarce  second  bust  sixpence,  which  occurs  dated  1697,  and 
(very  rarely)  1696.  The  portraiture  on  these  coins  differs  so  greatly  from  the  style 
of  Roettier  or  Croker  that  one  wonders  if  it  could  not  be  the  work  of  Harris,  when 
he  was  working  alone  after  Roettier’s  disgrace — in  any  case,  it  is  a  very  poor  coin. 

Turning  now  to  the  copper  coinage  : — It  is  almost  certain  that  the  first  bust 
halfpennies  were  engraved  by  Roettier,  and,  although  the  second  bust  was  not  used 
until  1699,  after  Roettier’s  death,  this  was  his  work  also.  There  is  an  unfinished 
head  puncheon  for  a  second  bust  halfpenny  in  the  British  Museum  collection  which 
was  discovered  among  Roettier’s  effects.  On  the  farthings,  as  far  as  is  known,  no 
change  in  portrait  was  made, — the  only  differences  being  slight  re-arrangements 
of  the  reverses,  similar  to  those  on  the  halfpennies.  These  coppers,  like  those  of 
William  and  Mary,  were  produced  under  patent,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  James 
Roettier  could  have  had  a  private  contract  with  the  patentees  after  his  dismissal 
from  the  mint. 

In  closing,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  portrait  on  the  halfcrown  shows 
hardly  any  variation  throughout  the  reign,  although  new  reverse  designs  or  modi¬ 
fications  are  used  from  the  beginning  of  1698  onwards.  It  is  quite  likely  that 
Roettier  had  made  sufficient  obverse  dies  for  the  whole  reign  before  he  quitted  the 
mint,  as  the  reverse  dies  always  tend  to  wear  out  more  rapidly  than  the  obverses.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Bun  Pennies.  Please  accept  out  compliments  on  the  article  entitled  “  The  Circulation 
of  the  ‘  Bun  ’  Penny  ”  by  Mr.  Hildyard  in  the  September  issue.  This  is  an  interesting  study, 
but  it  is  particularly  interesting  to  us  in  America  because  it  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  again  a  great  surplus  of  pennies.  Looking  back  over  the  years,  we  recall  that  there 
have  been  numerous  items  referring  to  the  “  glut  ”  of  pennies  on  certain  occasions. 

We  here  in  America  are  at  a  loss  to  fully  understand  the  reasons  for  this  recurring  glut. 
It  is  understandable,  of  course,  that  as  South  Africa,  Australia  and  New  Zealand  commenced 
their  own  penny  coinages,  there  might  be  a  return  movement  or  shipment  of  pennies  of  regal 
design  to  the  United  Kingdom  to  provide  a  temporary  surplus.  But  apparently  the  glut 
has  occurred  in  years  disassociated  from  such  overseas  withdrawals  of  pennies. 

Of  course,  rising  prices  might  reduce  the  demand  for  bronze  as  demand  increased  for 
three  pence  coins.  But  rising  prices  also  would  reduce  the  items  available  for  a  half  penny 
or  farthing,  thus  making  way  for  more  use  of  pennies. 

Perhaps  it  is  because  the  Mint  coins  irrespective  of  demand.  If  this  is  so  then  the  Royal 
Mint  is  to  blame  for  any  surplus.  It  seems  odd  that  the  Mint  would  coin  14,324,400  pennies 
in  1949  if  there  was  no  call  for  these  by  merchants  and  traders.  The  seigniorage  on  bronze, 
while  high  in  value,  would  be  bothersome  in  realization.  In  most  parts  of  the  world  a  mint 
coins  on  demand,  hence  the  frequent  omissions  and  small  coinages. 

Any  further  comments  in  the  Bulletin  on  this  problem  will  be  welcome. — Robert  H.  Lloyd , 
North  Tonawanda ,  New  York. 

School  Tokens.  Every  collector  has  a  box  or  tray  filled  with  miscellanea  such  as  anony¬ 
mous  discs,  embellished  with  a  mere  initial  or  emblem,  and  which  may  have  been  struck  for 
any  of  several  purposes — cloakroom  tickets,  theatre  checks,  lovers’  tokens,  etc.,  etc.  Here 
is  an  account  of  how  such  items  were  used  in  a  school  at  Terenure  (just  south  of  Dublin) 
150  years  ago,  gleaned  from  “  An  account  of  the  Terenure  Day  School  ”  published  by  the 
London  and  Dublin  Societies  for  Bettering  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  Dublin  1802. 

“  As  a  present  encouragement  to  industry,  each  child  receives  in  money  half  of  whatever 
may  be  the  value  of  the  work  finished.  The  clothing  is  not  given  gratuitously,  but  distributed 
exactly  in  proportion  to  the  degree  of  diligence  and  good  conduct  of  the  individual ;  this  is 
precisely  ascertained  by  the  following  method — a  quantity  of  tickets  (simply  horn  button 
moulds  having  a  hole  in  the  middle)  are  given  to  the  master  ;  he  gives  of  these  to  each  child, 
one  for  coming  not  later  than  nine  o’clock  and  being  clean  ;  one  for  spelling  well ;  one  for 
knitting,  spinning,  or  sewing  well ;  one  for  reading  well,  one  for  writing  well ;  and  one  for 
quiet  and  proper  behaviour  ;  the  house-maids  and  two  boys  receive  one  daily  in  addition, 
if  they  have  satisfactorily  discharged  their  extra  duties. 

A  list  is  drawn  up  by  the  master,  in  which  are  arranged  the  names  of  the  children  in  a 
column,  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  child  the  number  of  tickets  which  he  or  she  has  earned 
in  the  day  ;  this  was  found  necessary  to  prevent  frauds,  and  at  first  the  stronger  sometimes 
forced  some  from  the  weaker,  or  little  favours  were  purchased  by  the  present  of  a  few  tickets. 
This  list  is  every  Saturday  delivered  to  Mrs.  Shaw,  who  with  two  or  three  ladies  attends 
regularly  on  that  day  from  twelve  till  three  ;  each  child  is  in  turn  called  before  them  and  pro¬ 
duces  its  little  store  of  tickets,  and  for  every  twelve  of  the  horn  ones  receives  one  made  of  tin 
about  the  size  of  half-a-crown,  which  is  suspended  from  the  neck  by  a  piece  of  red  tape  ; 
the  letters  (M.S.)  are  stamped  upon  it  to  prevent  imposition.  When  twelve  of  these  tin  tickets 
are  acquired  (which  with  ordinary  attention  may  be  done  in  five  or  six  weeks)  some  articles 
of  clothing  are  bestowed,  and  a  tin  ticket  of  a  larger  size  with  the  word  premium  stamped  on 
it,  1,  2,  3,  etc.,  and  so  on  according  to  the  number  of  premiums  which  the  child  has  obtained. 
These  tin  ornaments  are  most  highly  prized,  and  occasion  not  less  delight  than  the  more  sub¬ 
stantial  part  of  the  reward. 

Tickets  answer  another  very  important  purpose,  they  are  forfeitable  ;  for  a  small  offence, 
the  master  takes  away  one  of  the  horn  tickets  ;  for  anything  amounting  to  crime,  the  whole 
are  retained,  as  a  memorandum  that  the  culprit  is  to  be  assigned  to  the  higher  jurisdiction  of 
Mrs.  Shaw ;  and  she  returns  them  with  suitable  advice  and  reprehension,  and  with  whatever 
defalcation  she  thinks  requisite  ;  twelve  of  the  horn  tickets  are  the  fewest  forfeited  for  the 
first  act  of  pilfering,  six  for  the  first  lie,  and  six  for  every  profane  word  .  .  .” — F.  E.  Dixon , 
Dublin. 

Sedbury  Token.  W.  J.  Davis  in  his  “  Nineteenth  Century  Token  Coinage  of  Gt.  Britain, 
Ireland,  &c  ”  ( London ,  1904)  under  Penny  Tokens  of  England  gives  a  token  for  sedbury 
(Glos.)  : — 

“  Views  of  a  mill  with  four  chimneys  emitting  dense  smoke  genuine  .  British  . 
copper.  Ex.  : — sedbury  •  iron  •  works.  R.  one  •  penny  •  token  within  a 
mixed  wreath  of  oak  and  laurel.  4  on  the  laurel  leaf  opposite  N  in  token.  Halli- 
day.  [This  R  also  at  Burton  (Nottingham),  Sheffield  and  on  non-local].”

I  know  of  no  Sedbury 
in  Gloucestershire  except  Sedbury  Park  and  Cliffs  near  Chepstow  and  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  there  never  was  an  ironworks  there  and  I  know  the  district  very  well  indeed.  Can 
you  elucidate  this  matter  for  me  ?  Possibly  it  is  for  some  Sheffield  factory  named  sedbury  ? —

PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED. 

GEORGE  C.  MILES.  The  Coinage  of  the  Visigoths  of  Spain,  Leovigild  to  Achila  II. 
New  York,  The  American  Numismatic  Society,  Hispanic  Numismatic  Series,  Monograph 
No.  II,  xv  and  520  pages,  44  plates,  maps. 

This  most  important  publication  not  only  presents  a  badly  needed  corpus  of  the  coins  of 
the  Visigoths  in  Spain,  preceded  by  most  interesting  biographical  notes,  but  quotes  also 
all  the  accessible  forgeries  for  which  this  series  is  famous. 

WAR  MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

Edited  for  us  by  a  collector  who  has  no  connection  with  our  firm. 

Buckinghamshire  Yeomanry  Coronation  Medal,  1821.  The  only  book  entirely 
devoted  to  the  subject  of  British  Coronation  medals  seems  to  be  a  short  one  with  a  long  title, 
of  which  the  second  edition  (1846)  lies  before  us.  The  author  was  William  Till,  and  the 
book  Descriptive  Particulars  of  English  Coronation  Medals ,  from  the  Inauguration  of  King 
Edward  the  Sixth  to  our  Present  Sovereign,  The  Queen  Victoria,  subjoined  are  Desultory  Memo¬ 
randa  .  .  . — we  may  omit  the  rest  which  refers  to  what  is  commonly  called  padding.  The 
only  “  wearable  ”  medal  within  the  period  was  that  awarded  by  the  Duke  of  Buckingham 
and  Chandos  to  the  Buckinghamshire  Yeomanry  for  George  IV’s  coronation,  and  Till  is  very 
scathing  about  it.  “  The  only  result  of  the  meetings  of  the  Yeomanry  Cavalry  at  this  period 
was  to  frighten  the  hares  and  rabbits  in  his  Grace’s  park  twice  in  the  year,’  and  to  coalesce 
their  power  in  promoting  an  undue  influence  at  elections.”  The  Duke  “  had  offered  the 
services  of  his  regiment  ...  to  attend  the  Coronation  ;  courtesy  precluded  a  refusal,  and  they 
were  I  understand  quartered  within  ten  or  twelve  miles  of  the  metropolis  on  the  occasion. 
Each  of  the  gallant  band  who  obeyed  the  summons  received  an  imitation  of  Pistrucci’s 
elaborate  official  coronation  medal  which  is  known  from  the  original  not  only  by  inferior 
execution  but  also  in  not  having  Pistrucci’s  initials,  B.P.,  under  the  bust,  and  having  a  hole 
drilled  through  for  a  ring  to  attach  a  ribband  to,  as  a  decoration  on  grand  field  days  and  state 
occasions.”  The  work  is  said  to  have  been  done  by  a  die-sinker  named  Avern. 

Queen  Elizabeth  II’s  Coronation  Medal,  1953.  At  the  time  of  writing  little  has  been 
made  public  about  the  design  of  this  and  its  ribbon,  except  that  it  will  bear  Her  Majesty’s 
effigy  and  the  ribbon  will  combine  the  national  colours  red,  white  and  blue.  If  precedent 
is  followed  the  reverse  will  have  the  Royal  Cypher  crowned,  with  the  date  of  the  Coronation 
ceremony  beneath. 

The  C.G.M.  (Flying).  This  category  of  the  Conspicuous  Gallantry  Medal  was  referred 
to  in  Mr.  McWhirter’s  interesting  note  on  Bars  to  Gallantry  Awards  in  the  February  Bulletin. 
Can  any  reader  supply  particulars  of  its  design  from  an  actual  specimen,  and  a  copy  of  the 
order  or  warrant  instituting  it  ? 

German  “  Wounded  Badge.”  A  propos  of  Mr.  Littlejohn’s  note  on  the  award  of  a 
special  variety  of  this  badge  to  those  wounded  in  the  bomb-attempt  on  Hitler’s  life  in  July, 
1944,  the  first  instalment  of  a  fully  documented  account  of  the  plot  appeared  in  History  Today 
for  January,  1953. 

How  They  Wore  their  Medals.  Mr.  T.  Ellis  writes  that  he  has  a  book  with  an  illus¬ 
tration  showing  Major-General  Sir  James  Outram  wearing  Orders  on  both  left  and  right 
breasts,  and  four  campaign  medals  neatly  suspended  in  a  row  from  the  collar  of  his  tunic. 
The  details  are  not  always  clear  enough  in  the  picture  to  identify  individual  decorations  ; 
but  the  principle — or  lack  of  it — seems  plain. 

Scinde,  1843.  It  may  be  worth  noting  that  though  the  crews  of  the  Indian  Navy  vessels 
“  Planet,”  “  Satellite  ”  and  “  Mootnee  ”  received  this  medal  inscribed  Meanee,  and  those 
of  the  “  Comet,”  “  Meteor  ”  and  “  Nimrod  ”  inscribed  Hyderabad,  none  of  the  naval  officers 
or  ratings  were  awarded  medals  inscribed  for  both  battles.  The  “  Mootnee  ”  was  a  flat 
{alias  barge)  used  as  floating  headquarters  by  Captain  A.  H.  Nott,  I.N.,  commanding  the 
Indus  Flotilla,  and  the  others  were  steamers  armed  with  two  pivot  guns  each.  It  is  highly 
paradoxical  that  the  naval  personnel  who  fought  at  Hyderabad,  on  15th  February  1843, 
received  the  medal  for  Meanee,  while  those  who  received  the  medal  for  Hyderabad  did  not 
fight  there. 
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The  Delhi  Durbar  Medals.  Soon  after  we  had  written  the  paragraph  under  this  head¬ 
ing  we  came  across  a  passage  in  the  autobiography  of  the  late  Sir  Denison  Ross,  the  eminent 
Orientalist  and  linguist,  Both  Ends  of  the  Candle  (1943),  which  clears  up  the  inscription  on 
the  reverse  ol  the  1911  medal.  Ross  was  Keeper  of  the  Records  of  the  Government  of  India 
at  the  time  of  the  ceremony,  and  had  to  compose  a  suitable  ta’rikh  or  chronogram  to  appear 
on  the  medal.  “  A  ta’rikh,  I  ought  to  explain,”  wrote  Sir  Denison,  “  is  a  sentence  in  Arabic 
or  Persian  relating  to  an  event,  and  recording  its  date  by  the  addition  of  the  numerical  values 
of  the  letters  comprising  the  sentence,  A  equalling  1,  B  2,  and  so  on.  A  similar  system  has 
often  been  used  with  the  Roman  numerals.  I  spent  whole  days  over  this  puzzle,  finally 
getting  Lord  Hardinge  to  accept  the  inscription  .  .  .  ‘  jfargi  panjum  Qaysar  i  Hind  Padishah 
u  Malik  i  diyar  i  Ingliz ,  George  V,  Kaisar-i-Hind,  Emperor  and  Lord  of  the  British  Domi¬ 
nions.’  I  do  not  think  my  ta’rikh  is  above  criticism,  but  at  least  it  gives  the  total  of  1911.” 
We  may  add  that  the  language  of  the  inscription  is  Persian,  not  Urdu  alias  Hindustani  : 
Persian  was  esteemed  as  the  former  Mogul  Court  language,  while  Urdu  was  by  origin  merely 
a  hybrid  “  language  of  the  camp.” 

The  King’s  Police  and  Fire  Services  Medal.  The  name  of  this  does  not  seem  to 
have  been  changed  to  “  Queen’s  ”  yet,  for  the  Home  Office  was  still  referring  to  it  as  the 
King’s  Medal  in  recent  official  correspondence.  We  do  not  remember  having  seen  any  account 
of  certain  changes  in  the  conditions  of  award  of  this  and  the  Albert  and  Edward  Medals  which 
took  place  in  1951.  In  that  year,  by  the  command  of  His  late  Majesty,  the  Albert  Medal  in 
gold  and  the  Edward  Medal  in  silver  have  been  replaced  by  the  George  Cross  and  may  be 
regarded  as  obsolete.  Further,  the  Albert  and  Edward  Medals  in  bronze,  and  the  King’s 
Police  and  Fire  Services  Medal  for  Gallantry,  have,  except  as  regards  posthumous  awards, 
been  replaced  by  the  George  Medal.  It  is  worth  recalling  that  one  award,  and  one  only, 
of  the  King’s  Police  and  Fire  Services  Medal  for  Gallantry  has  been  made  to  a  woman,  Woman 
Police  Sergeant  Alberta  Mary  Watts  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Force.  The  award  was  dated 
19th  August,  1947,  and  the  citation  shows  that  “  following  a  series  of  brutal  robberies  against 
women  on  Tooting  Bee  Common,  it  was  arranged  that  police  observation  should  be  main¬ 
tained  by  officers  in  plain  clothes.  Woman  Detective  Sergeant  Watts  (nee  Law)  volunteered 
for  the  work.  About  6  p.m.  on  24th  January,  1947,  Sergeant  Watts  approached  the  Common 
through  Culverdon  Passage  and  observed  a  man  standing  at  the  corner  of  a  road  opposite 
the  passage.  The  man  followed  her  on  to  the  Common,  and  overtook  and  passed  her.  She 
turned  and  retraced  her  steps  but  before  she  had  gone  very  far,  she  heard  footsteps  hurrying 
behind  her  and  the  man  suddenly  jumped  on  her  back  and  pulled  her  to  the  ground.  She 
struggled  and  endeavoured  to  hold  on  to  her  assailant,  but  he  kicked  her  and  struck  her  writh 
his  fists,  and  after  snatching  her  handbag  ran  away.  She  ran  after  her  assailant,  who  was 
arrested  almost  immediately.”  He  was  sentenced  at  the  Old  Bailey  to  5  years’  penal  servitude 
for  robbery  with  violence.  “  When  Sergeant  Watts  volunteered  to  assist  in  the  patrols, 
she  was  well  aware  of  the  risks  to  which  she  would  be  exposing  herself.  She  displaved  out¬ 
standing  courage  and  devotion  to  duty,  and  her  action  led  to  the  arrest  of  a  dangerous  criminal.” 
We  understand  that  Mrs.  Watts  resigned  from  the  Metropolitan  Police  some  years  ago. 

READERS’  PROBLEMS.  28.  The  British  War  Medal,  1914-19,  was  issued  in  bronze 
to  various  non-Europeans,  mostly  in  Labour  Corps.  Has  anyone  seen  or  heard  of  a  com¬ 
panion  Victory  Medal  to  a  bronze  B.W.M.,  and  if  so  how  could  a  man  qualify  for  the  first  with¬ 
out  also  becoming  eligible  for  the  second  ? — H.  F.  O’H.  {It  does  not  follow  that  a  man  who 
qualified  for  the  B.W.AI.  also  did  so  for  the  Victory  Medal.  Broadly  speaking ,  in  the  army  the 
B.W.AI.  was  earned  by  going  overseas,  and  the  Victory  Medal  by  going  to  a  theatre  of  war.  Thus 
for  example  a  soldier  who  went  from  the  U.K.  to  Gibraltar  or  Malta  qualified  for  the  B.  IF.  AT.  alone). 

29.  The  Victory  Medal,  1914-19,  was  issued  in  two  forms,  first  in  dull  bronze,  later  in 
bright  gilt  bronze.  How  many  of  the  dull  bronze  variety  were  issued  and  how  were  they 
distributed  ?  I  have  one  to  a  Brigadier-General  and  another  to  a  Gunner  ;  but  usually  only 
senior  officer’s  groups  have  the  dull  bronze  specimens. — H.  F.O’H.  {We  do  not  think  it  at 
all  likely  that  iff  rial  records  will  distinguish  between  the  tzuo  issues.  We  have  noticed  that  this 
medal  in  mint  condition  often  has  a  light  wash  of  gilding  metal,  which  usually  disappears  the  first 
time  it  is  cleaned.  The  “  bronze  ”  resembles  brass  in  colour  rather  than  the  bronze  in  most  other 
war  medals,  of  course ). 

30.  Has  a  medal  been  issued  for  service  in  Malaya  ? — W.  N.  {Both  the  Naval  General 
Service  Medal  and  the  {Army  and  R.A.F.)  General  Service  Medal  have  been  issued  with  a  bar 
for  “  Malaya .”  The  qualifications  are  too  long  to  summarise  here,  but  full  particulars  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  I  War  Off  cel  Air  Ministry,  London ,  SUF.l.,  as  the 
case  may  be). 

8.  A  Reply.  A  reader  writes  that  the  Queen’s  South  Africa  medal  was  issued  without 
bar  to  war  correspondents.  We  have  also  seen  a  number  without  bar  to  static  units  such  as 
Town  Guards. 
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Royal  N.S.  Mr.  Cornelius  C.  Vermeule 
read  a  paper  on  “  Ancient  Dies  and  Coining 
Methods.” 

A  number  of  museums  throughout  the 
limits  of  the  Roman  world  preserve  coin  dies 
and  implements  for  striking  coins.  We  have 
few  surviving  Greek  coin  dies  of  an  official 
nature,  but  finds  in  the  confines  of  ancient 
Gaul  and  Spain  have  revealed  a  large  concen¬ 
tration  of  what  must  be  regarded  as  genuine 
and  official  ancient  dies  of  the  period  Augustus 
to  Nero.  A  chart  of  the  find  spots  of  these 
dies  reveals  that  while  none  of  the  theories  of 
mint  location  appear  upset  by  this  evidence, 
we  must  take  care  to  define  the  Western 
Roman  mint  of  the  Julio-Claudian  period  as 
also  the  place  where  dies  were  cut  rather  than 
purely  the  actual  location  where  100%  of  the 
dies  were  employed. 

A  survey  of  the  few  Second,  Third,  and 
Fourth  century  dies  reveals  that,  particularly 
from  the  time  of  Maximinus  on  (a.d.  235-238) 
experiments  v/ere  being  conducted  to  improve 
the  technique  of  coining,  culminating  in  the 
improved  dies  and  flans  of  the  Fourth  Century. 
A  pegged  pincers  die,  probably  of  the  Sixth 
Century,  in  the  Fogg  Art  Museum  (Cam¬ 
bridge,  U.S.A.)  adds  another  to  a  series  which 
may  reflect  one  limited  method  of  securing 
die  axis  in  the  experimental  period  of  the  late 
antique  and  Byzantine  empires. 

The  marble,  early  First  Century  funerary 
relief  erected  by  P.  Licinius  Demetrius,  a 
die  cutter,  and  P.  Licinius  Philonicus,  a 
lictor,  proves  of  the  utmost  importance  in 
substantiating  the  theory  that  Greek  liberti 
were  the  actual  die  cutters  in  the  Roman  world 
during  the  crucial  period  at  the  end  of  the 
Republic  and  the  first  century  of  the  Empire. 
This  appears  to  be  the  first  surviving  monu¬ 
ment  which  not  oniy  removes  the  curtain  of 
anonymity  from  the  artistic  aspect  of  Roman 
coinage  but  provides  us  with  a  self-portrait 
of  a  die-cutter.

This 
dealt  with  the  work  of  Mathew  Boulton, 
James  Watt  and  William  Murdoch  in  harness¬ 
ing  steam  power  to  the  coining  mill,  its  direct 
effect  on  the  cartwheel  coinage  of  1797  and  its 
indirect  influence  on  the  regal  coinage,  from 
the  recoinage  •  of  1816  onwards.
